Under the tyrant the people 
were silent, they only recoverod thi Ir 
voice under their legitimate monarch. 
On the return of Bonaparte, the aonvca* 
tion seemed to surt up with him fMia 
the tomb t the two ptiaiitoms have va* 
nished into the abyss together, leaving 
as an evidence of their apparition innu« 
merable aalamities, and 6(X),ouu foieiga« 
ars on the soil of France. 


•• Gentlemen, if we reflect onJy npo» 
the results of tKose Assemblies, we muf 
feel discouragement, but our errora 
ought to Instruct us; the moment is ar* 
rived when we may employ, for the con- 
solidation of the monarchy, that samp 
popula> force which was the instrument 
of its overthrow; never were the depuw 
ties of the nation aasembled in circum- 
stances more we ghty. 
The King him- 
self has reminded us of the importanco 
of those functiona which they wili bo 
called upon to discharge, by diawing tho 
people more closely to the throne, bf 
honouring savaral Electoral Collegea 
with the patronage of tbo Princeaol bl» 
family.

solutions by which her repose, as ueU 
as ours, will be decided. 
Tho French 
people IS going to behold Xion aeate4 
io the halls of its councils.—After bav* 
ing judged the Princes of the eerth, ii 
will be judged by them in ita turn.— 
The point of interest will be to know if 
we are to be declared incapable of fix- 
ing those institutions which we sought 
through so many, storms, if our sucit 
cesses are to be regarded as die sporf 
uf fortune, and our calamities deserved 
punishment {or, if confining ourstlvea 
within a regulated freedom, we are to 
preaerve the lustre of our glory, and th» 
dignity of our misfortunes;

verse. Let Frsnce call to ber aasislaoc« 
good men, and Francf shall be saved. 
EuropKB will not feel itaelf completely a| 
case till it shall hear our orators, too 
long bewildered in gioomy docirlqee» 
profess those pr'uiciples of justice aud 
religion, which are the basis 
all socie- 
ty, aiid we ouraflves shall not rsgam our 
weight in the political balance lUl wo 
resume oor rank in the moral system.' 


» Permit rne, g<>ntlcraen, to addreaa 
vou with the frankness of the country 
Where I was bo^^n ; tlti» is not the tima 
to observe a delicacy which might ba^fa* 
ul. Unquestionably we must exiinguisli 
division, we must cicatrite wounds, wa 
must throw over the failing o> oui bre* 
threa the veil of Christian chai ity. forbid 
sll indulgence in reproaches, recrimina* 
tion and vengeance, and after the exam- 
ple of the King, pardon the iojurlea 
which we have auffered.
